SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as _ it 
pertained to the handling of cash and other maiters of 
financial concern. Cash accounts were verified by recon- 
ciliation of bank statements and count of cash. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well 
as expenditures and bank charges. Voucher, payrolls 
and canceled checks were examined on a selective 
basis. Letters of confirmation were used on a test basis 
to verify the correctness of recorded assets and liabili- 
ties. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various 
sources was examined and checked to pertinent records. 
Records of the town meeting, as they pertained to finan- 
cial matters, were reviewed. Trust and special fund trans- 
actions were checked. Insurance and surety bond 
coverages were determined. 


COMMENTS 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unex- 
pended departmental balance of $6,884.45 was lapsed 
to unappropriated surplus, per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 
Unexpended Balances $9,884.31 
Overdrafts 2,999.86 


Net Unexpended Balance $6,884.45 
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The overlay and unexpended balances in the loan interest 
and snow removal accounts less tax abatements and 
discounts and an overdraft in the local poor account 
were the major factors contributing to the net unex- 


pended departmental balance lapsed. The records did 


not indicate any authority had been granted by the legis- 
lative body to allow overdrafts in appropriation accounts. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements: 


Apotal pierce: The general cash balance was $12,357.98 
at the year end. The bank balance used in reconciling the 
cash balance was confirmed by the depository. A change 
fund of $50.00 was on hand and in custody of the tax 
collector. 


Taxes receivable of $8,004.50 represented current year 


accounts of $7,921.92 and prior years’ accounts totaling 
$82.58 dating from 1968. Tax liens and tax acquired 
property amounted to $1,671.18 and $148.60 respect- 
ively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS ............ Unex- 
pended department account balances totaling $630.08 
are carried forward to the ensuing year per town vote. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $21,552.13, an 
increase of $8,528.73 for the year. This changs was 
occasioned principally by the net unexpended depart- 
mental balance lapsed and state refunds. 


TRUST FUNDS 422-203 Trust fund principals totaled 
$18,766.26 and unexpended income was $6,328.18. The 
trust funds were represented by bank deposits totaling 
$13,594.44 and securities of $11,500.00. The deposits 
were confirmed by the bank and the securities were 
physically checked at the Depositors Trust Company, 
Belfast, Maine. 
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SPECIAL FUNDS ............ The Marriner School Fund of 
$619.50 and the School Building Fund of $2,288.40 were 
confirmed as being on deposit in the Bangor Savings 
Bank, Belfast, Maine.
